The state 
law sought to enforce the Ktate unit 
rule nnd rcnjolreil the whole twenty- 
six dulL'gutcs to he voted for all over 
the state, assigning two to each dis- 
trict on the ticket to abide tho state 
wide election, while the Republican 
national contention has insisted upon 
the unit nf the district since 1880. That 
has been the party Inw. This conven- 
tion recognl/od the party Inw ami hold 
It to be more binding than that of the 
Htutu Inw nnd allowed the two dele- 
gates who hncl received In the Fourth 
district 11 vote tnrgcr than their two 
oppunontH unsigned to thnt district, to 
become delegates In the convention.

The Eighth Kentucky district was

In otiier words, assuming that 
tbe ItOOTCvclt men were entitled Lo all 
the deletion from the counties in 
which they filed contents in the dis- 
trict convention there remained a clear 
majority of u neon tea ted delegates who 
voted for the Taft deKftat^s to ChJ- 
cuco. 


OKLAHOMA. 
Third District, 


In the Third Oklahoma district the 


question of tbe validity ot th« seats of 
tbe delegates turned on the constitu- 
tion of the coiiRTeHsJanal committee, 
which was made up of twelve Tuft 
n»«Q and seven UooseveLt men. 
The 


chairman, Coolirnn, wn* a Roosevelt 
uiiui urul attempted to prevent the ma- 
jority of the committee from ttikliiR 
action. 
Tlie chnlrmnu wos removed 


nnd another substituted, nnd thereupon 
the convention was duly culled to ovder 
on tlio temporary roll prepared by the 
conpfreHslonal cominltteo, which wna 
made the permanent roll, and th« two 
Taft delegates to Chicago were duly 
selected. Every county In the district 
had Its representation nnd vote in the 
regular convention, and 
no person 


properly accredited an a delegate was 
excluded or debarred from participat- 
ing In its proceedings. Cocbrnn and 
his followers bolted after hjs deposi- 
tion. Assuming thnt all the committed* 
wuo went out with him hud tho tight 
to net on tlie committee, it left the 
committee standing twelve for Taft 
nnd, seven for Roosevelt, so it was *3lm- 
ply a question whether a majority ol 
tb*i committee had tlie right to control 
Its action or a minority. Tbe boiling 
convention which Cochran held wna 
not attended by a majority of the duly 
elected delegates to the convpntlon. It 
did not havo tho credentials from the 
various counties, and. its membership 
wa» largely mnde up of bystanders 
who had not been duly accredited by 
uny county in the district Ita action 
was entirely without authority. 


TENNESSEE. 
Second District. 


In tho Second Tennessee district 


there were llfty-nlne delegates uncon- 
tented out of n portable total of 308 in 
the convention. There were forty-nlno 
contested. The Roosevelt coutestAnts 
In the forty-nine refused to abide tho 
decision of the committee on creden- 
tials and withdrew, leaving fifty-nine 
unconteated dolomites. 
These fifty- 


nine delegates, part of whom were 
Roosevelt men, remained In tho con- 
vention, appointed the proper commit- 
tees, Mettled contests and proceeded to 
select TiU't delegates. 
There cau bo 


no question about tbe validity tlier&- 
forc of tiielr Htle. 


TEXAS. 


First DiBtrict. 


The only retnalnlnt; dlatricta nre the 


nine districts from Texas. Of these the 
First district wns composed of eleven 
counties, each county Liavitig one vote, 
except CHSB county, which hnd two. 
The executive conunittee, compobeci of 
one reprtisputative from cncli county, 
made up the temporary roll, nurt Iu the 
contests tiled from two counLlea seat- 
ed botli delegates with one-half vote 
each. The contention elected the two 
Taft delepates, giving them ten and 
one-<iunrter votes. 
Each county was 


represented in tills vote. 
A minority 


representing one and three-quarters 
votes bolted the regular convention 
and held a rump meeting. 
The i>u- 


tionul committee by vnanitnotut vote 
decided the contest In favor of 1h« 
Taft delegate. 


Second District. 
w 


In tho Second Texas district there 


were fourteen counties. Two counties 
were found not to have held conven- 
tions and one county to have no dele- 
gate present. 
The convention waa 


then constituted by the delegations 
that held nigular credentials. The re- 
port of the committee on credentials 
was accepted uprtn roll call, and then 
tlio representatives of five counties 
withdrew from the ball. The repre- 
sentatives of four of these counties 
held a rump convention. The regular 
convention rental UPC! In seaslon several 
hours, appointed thp usual committees, 
which retired and made their reports, 
which were accepted, und elected two 
Taft delegates to tbe national conven- 
tion line] certified their election in due 
form to the national committee, which j 
without division asked for, held them 
properly elected. 


Fourth District. 


The Fourth Texna district consists 


of five counties, ench having one vote 
in the district convention under the 
call. One county, Kaina, chose an uucon- 
tested delegation, and that one WHS for 
Tuft 
The other four counties sent 


contesting delegations. 
The contest- 


ing delegations appeared before the 
congressional executive committee to 
present their claims, but the commit- 
tee arbitrarily refused to hear any- 
body. Having exhausted every effort 
to secure n bearing, the Hour cantest- 
1ns del ega tlon H, together with the only 
Eincontesteil delegation of tiie conven- 
tion, withdrew to another place and 
hold n convention and elected Taft 
delegates to the Chicago convention. 
Tbe congressional convention which 
elected the Tuft delegates was com- 


posed of more tba.n a majority, and, < 
Indeed, of practically all the regularly' 
elected delegates. The national com- 
mittee heid the title of the Taft dele- 
arn-tes to their seats valid by viva voce 
vote without calling for » division. 


Fifth DUtriet. 


Tbo Plfth district of Texas is com- 


posed of Dallas, Kills, Hill, Bonqne 
and JRoclcwall counties. Dallas county 
east more Republican votes than all 
the other counties of the district put 
tog-other. 
The call for the congres- 


«loual convention allowed each connty 
to send not to exceed four delegates, 
but made no reference to ftbe basis of 
representation of the respective coun- 
ties composing the district 
There 


was a contest from Dallas county, but 
the Tuft delegates wore sonted. 
Taft 


delegated were seated on the temporary 
roll from two counties, and Roosevelt 
delegates from tbe three counties, and 
tlie representation In tho convention 
was fixed at one vote for each county 
without regard to tho number of dele- 
gates In the convention or tbe num- 
ber of Republican votes cast In such 
county. A minority report of tbe dis- 
trict committee waa presented, protest- 
icg against the ratio of representa- 
tion, adopted. 
The chairman of the 


convention objected to the presenta- 
tion of tlii'J minority report 
Failing 


In this he abandoned the platform and 
left tho hall. 


The convention thereupon elected a 


new cbnirmnn «nd a ne«- secretary, ap- 
pointed a committee on credentials, 
which recommended the seating of the 
Taft delepnfps from Fill! county and 
the adoption oC the minority report of 
tho district committee a« to tb* basis 
of the representation In the convention. 
Floth 
those recommendations were 


adopted, and Taft delejcates to tbe na- 
tiomil convention were thereupon elect- 
ed by a vote of elgbt to threo. The 
Roosevelt men thereafter retired to the 
south end of tbe hail, where they or- 
ganized n meeting at which it wns 
claimed th« Roosevelt delegates to the 
national convention were elected. The 
Republican vo(te for the district for 
1008 was as follows: Dallas county, 
2,068; Ellis. 594; Hill, 414; Bosque, 266; 
Rockwall, 3*. Both the national com- 
mittee and the committee on creden- 
tials sustained tho Tnft delegates. 


Sevvnth District. 


The Seventh congrefaHlonal district of 


Texas la composed of th« following 
counties: Anderson.. Chambers, Gal- 
veston, Houston, Liberty, Polk, San Ja- 
cinto and Trinity. - Polk, Sail Jaclnto 
nnd Trinity were without proper party 
organisation. In Texas county chair- 
men must be elected by the voters in 
each party. No such ele-tlon vras held 
In any of these three counties. In two 
of them Colonel Lyon assumed to ap- 
point chairmen, which be had no right 
to do. Lyon himself had classed these 
three counties as unorganlwd and with- 
out party organization. 


Tho convention met In Galvcston. 


The executive committee met prior to 
the meeting of tbe convention to make 
up the temporary roll of delegates. The 
executive committee had before it tho 
question, of having the three unorgan- 
ised counties represented in tbe con- 
vention. The executive committee re- 
fused to recognize them.-When this 
action was taken by the executive com- 
mittee a delegate from Houston county 
and the a'leged reprcHentntlves from 
tbe thrpo uuorganixed counties with- 
drew from tbe meeting and proceeded 
to organize another convention, and 
upon this Is based the contest, which 
wna rejected by both committees, the 
national committee and the credentials 
committee. 


Eighth District. 


In the Eighth congressional conven- 


tion a split occurred over tbe majority 
and minority reports of the executive 
committee ns to the temporary roll. 
Tlie Roosevelt followers controlled the 
executive committee, but did not have 
a1 majority in the convention, which 
adopted the minority report and gavo 
Taft flve and one-half votes and Roose- 
velt two and ono-bnlf votes. Thi? re- 
inlted In the election of the Taft dele- 
pat cs, who were seated by both the 
national committee and tbe credentials 
committee. 


Ninth District. 


In the Ninth district the district 


committee was called by Mr. Speaker, 
a member of the committee, and not by 
the chairman. The chairman refused 
to convene tbe committee because be 
claimed that all the delegates from 
Texas to the national convention must 
bo elected In the state convention, that 
Colonel Lyon, his superior, had thus 
directed him. The district committee 
was called 
Seven members attended 


the meeting. The district convention 
was culled on May 15. Eleven counties 
out of the fifteen responded to the call 
and took part in the convention. Three 
counties were not represented, and in 
one of these there was no election. 
After this convention had been called 
the chairman of the district committee 
changed his mind and culled n. meet- 
ing of the committee for April 17. 
Tills committee called a congressional 
convention to be held on May 18. But 
there was no publication of the call, 
which had to be thirty days before the 
convention, until April 21. The Taft 
convention seoms therefore to have 
been duly and regularly convened, 
while the Roosevelt convention was 
not. The Taft delegates "were seati'd. 


Tenth District. 


In tbe Tenth district tbe decision 


turned largely upon the bad faith with 
which rwo members of tbe district 
committee voted in the seating of ilele- 
gates and upon the bad faith 
with 


•which, one of them used the prox.T In- 
trusted to him. Tlio Taffc delegates in 
thJa casfl bolted and left the hall and 
immediately tn the same building or- 
ganized another convention, which, con- 
sisted of delegates from six counties. 
Proceedings were rpgularly held; a per- 
nmnent organization effected, the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions 
adopted and delegates pledged to Taft 
were elected. The undisputpd evidence 
indicated that a ***-—» attempt bad

been made to deprive Tatt of this dis- 
trict, to wblch he was Justly entitled. 
The national committee sustained the 
title of the T&ft delegates and alter- 
nates by a. practically unanimous Tote. 


Fouriwnth District. 


In the Fourteenth district there were 


fifteen counties in the district. When 
the executive committee met at San 
Antonio to make up the temporary roll 
there ^vore ten members of the com- 
mittee present -whoso right to act was 
undisputed, of whom six were for Taft 
and four for Roosevelt 
There were 


four 
other HooseveJt men present 


whose right to vote was disputed and 
who "were clearly not entitled to repre- 
sent their county at that meeting. One 
of them held the proxy of the commit- 
teeman from Kendall county, who was 
dead, and the proxies from three other 
counties were held, two by postmas- 
ters and one by an assistant postmas- 
ter, while under the election law of 
Tern* no one who holds an office of 
profit or trust under the United States 
shall act ag a member of an executive 
committee either for thi* state or for 
any district or connty. The temporary 
roll "was made up by Taft members, 
having a clear majority without per- 
mitting these men to act uader their 
proxies. There was a contest over the 
delegation from Beiar county, which 
contains the city of Sun Antonio. Full 
consideration was given to this contest, 
but the testimony was overwhelming 
that Taft carried the county by a vote 
of four or five to one. 
On the proper 


basis the total vote in the district con- 
vention was sixty-seven, of -which the 
number instructed or voting for Taft 
waa talrty-seven and one-half, 
the 


number voting or instructed for Roose- 
velt twenty-eight and one-half, not vot- 
ing one. 
The Taft delegation was 


therefore seated at Chicago. 


CONCLUSION, 


The purpose of this resume of the 


contests in which there "was any shad- 
ow of substance has been to Inform 
those who have not time or Inclination 
to road the longer and more detailed 
account of them contained in the larger 
pamphlet. It is not essentilal to make 
Mr. Xoft'3 title indisputable that all 
men agree on every one of the issues 
raised. They were decided by the tri- 
buunls which uniform party usage had 
made the proper tribunals to decide 
such contests. If those tribunals acted 
In good faltli mistaken judgment would 
not invalidate their decisions. 
As a 


matter of fact, au. examination of the 
facts show that the tribunals were 
right in every instance. 
There Is not 


the slightest evidence that they were 
moved by other than a mere desire to 
reach & right conclusion. Oa the other 


hand, the action of the Rooaerelt xnea 
In bringing 160 contests ttaat they 
promptly abandoned strongly tended 
to show the lack of good faith in the 
prosecution of all of them. Tho»*» who 
support President Taft can well afford 
to stand on the record In this cas* and 
to asseverate without fear of BUCCO*- 
ful contradiction that the delegates 
whose seats were contested were as 
fairly seated in this convention aa in 
any in the history of the party.
